For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort 
between  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest 
fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as 
superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written 
in  1895,  the  state  and  local  community  governments 
have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat  forest 
fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than 
1,800  deputy  wardens  are  appointed  every  three 
years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the  mem- 
bers of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort. 
State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of 
forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local 
forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  estab- 
lished by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds 
matched  Dy  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand 
tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  for- 
est fire  crews  ana  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtain- 
ing a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit 
when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by 
a  fine  up  to  Sl,000.  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one 
year  or  both. 

Please  notify  the  local  fire  officials  before 
attempting  any  burning.

During  the  past  year  the  Danville  Police  De- 
partment has  endeavored  to  provide  the  people  of 
Danville  with  the  best  protection  available  at  the 
least  possible  cost,  with  well  aver  500  hours  of 
active  duty  time  donated. 

lie  are  thankful  we  can  report  no  substantial 
increase  in  "hard"  crime,  however,  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  calls  including  family  and  neighbor- 
hood disputes,  vandalism,  animal  problems,  deliver- 
ing messages,  motor  vehicle  violations,  accidents 
and  other  emergencies. 

If  ycu  have  studied  your  Town  Report  ycu  will 
have  seen  in  the  Summary  of  Payments  for  the  Police 
Department,  an  amount  of  money  paid  each  officer. 
It  is  cnly  fair  to  these  officers  to  make  sure  the 
citizens  of  Danville  fully  understand  that  the  a- 
mount  beside  each  name  is  not  only  for  hours  of 
duty,  but  includes  mileage  paid  for  using  their  own 
vehicles  in  carrying  out  their  duty.  The  actual 
money  paid  for  police  duty  (including  Chief)  comes 
to  a  total  of  S2,7B5.47.  The  balance  cf  payment 
was  for  mileage  at  130  per  mile  and  at  today's  cost 
for  gasoline,  tires  and  general  repairs,  this  hard- 
ly compensates,  and  in  no  way  can  be  considered  in- 
come.  It  is  a  reimbursement  for  an  expenditure. 

In  February,  Officers  Arthur  Storey  and  Robert 
Wilson  attended  a  Juvenile  seminar  series  which  in- 
cluded i\i.  H.  Laws  Relating  to  Juvenile  Uffenses, 
Legal  Limitations  and  Provisians,  Juvenile  and  Par- 
ent Interviewing  Techniques.  These  Seminars  are 
conducted  by  the  N.  H.  Police  Standards  and  Train- 
ing Council  and  funded  by  The  Governor's  Commission 
on  Crime  and  Delinquency. 

Chief  Clyde  Goldthwaite,  Officers  Eleanor 
Goldthwaite,  Richard  O'Brien,  Arthur  Storey  and  Ro- 
bert Wilson,  received  certificates  for  successfully 
completing  a  course  in  C.P.R.,  which  was  conducted 
by  Instructor  and  Danville  Police  Officer,  Bruce 
Antognoni.

PLANNING  BOARD 

In  1578,  the  Planning  Board:  (1)  was  present- 
ed with  four  sub-division  requests  and  acted  favor- 
ably on  all  of  them;  (2)  placed  on  the  1975  Town 
Warrant  eight  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Crdinances 
and  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations;  and  (3) 
conducted  an  opinion  survey  of  the  Town  to  estab- 
lish goals  for  Master  Planning. 

The  pressures  of  new  development  continue  to 
be  felt  throughout  the  region  and  particularly  in 
Town.  The  interim  moratorium  on  new  housing  proved 
to  be  of  questionable  legality  and  was  not  effec- 
tive in  controlling  growth. 

The  survey  of  the  Town  conducted  by  the  Master 
Plan  Subcommittee  of  the  Planning  Board  indicated 
that  the  majority  of  the  residents  of  Danville 
wanted  to:  (a)  protect  the  rural  nature  of  the 
Town;  (b)  control  growth  of  new  housing  to  less 
than  4/a  per  year;  (c)  encourage  agriculture;  and 
(d)  give  priority  to  schools  and  business.  The 
Planning  Board  is  structuring  both  the  Master  Plan 
activity  and  its  proposed  ordinances  in  accordance 
with  these  desires. 

As  in  the  past,  we  strongly  encourage  public 
participation  in  all  Planning  Board  activities. 
During  the  coming  year,  additional  help  is  needed 
by  the  Master  Plan  Subcommittee.  Your  views  and 
participation  in  Town  planning  is  solicited  and 
will  be  greatly  appreciated.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

Three  thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dragon  fly 
larvae  were  purchased  as  authorized,  under  the  1978 
Warrant  Article  32  and  placed  by  Commission  members 
in  mosquito  producing  waters  of  the  Town.  Due  to 
either  the  dry  weather  which  occurred  during  the 
mosquito  breeding  season  and/or  the  dragon  fly  lar- 
vae and  adults  feeding  upon  mosquito  larvae  and 
aaults,  or  a  combination  of  both  factors,  the  comm- 
unity enjoyed  a  summer  relatively  free  of  numerous 
mosquitoes . 

The  numbers  of  adult  dragon  flies  were  notice- 
ably higher  this  summer  than  during  pervious  years, 
due  to  the  release  program.  Natural  dragon  fly  re- 
production each  subsequent  year  should  at  least 
maintain  the  present  population  or  helpfully  in- 
crease their  numbers. 

The  Commission  will  monitor  the  numbers  of 
these  beneficial  mosquito  eating  insects  in  1979. 
Hopefully,  no  additional  town  money  will  need  to  be 
spent  on  mosquito  control  related  activities  as  a 
result  of  this  release  program. 

No  assistance  was  received  under  C.E.T.A.  or 
Youth  Corps  programs  due  to  cutbacks  in  both  these 
federally  funded  activities.

The  Exeter  Area  V.  N.  A.,  Inc.  is  a  non-profit 
community  health  service  agency  designed  to  provide 
acute,  chronic  and  preventative  health  care  to  in- 
dividuals and  families  in  their  home;  maintain,  or 
restore  health;  or  it  may  be  to  minimize  the  effects 
of  illness  or  Disability. 

Funding  for  the  Association  comes  from  Medi- 
care, Medicaid,  patient  fees,  local  taxes,  and  do- 
nations.   Town   appropriations   make   the   service 
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available  to  the  Town,  they  do  net  buy  units  ci 
service  for  individuals.  Under  the  Medicare  pro- 
gram, people  over  65  or  those  who  have  oeen  getting 
disability  benefits  for  24  consecutive  months, part- 
time  nursing  and  other  nealth  services  are  provided 
through  this  Association;  which  is  the  certifiea 
agency  authorized  to  provide  the  service. 

The  services  provided,  upon  referral,  are  as 
follows : 

1.  home  Health  Care ,  inducing  a  registered  nurse, 
physical  therapist,  ana/or  home  health  aioe. 

2.  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Program  including 
Nursing  visits  to  expectant  and  new  mothers.  A 
post-partum  home  visit  is  available  without  charge. 
Contact  the  Association  Office.  '/.' ell  Child  Clinics 
are  held  bimonthly  with  family  planning  and  refer- 
ral available. 

3.  Adult  Screening  Program  including  Blood  Pres- 
sure clinics  which  are  held  bimonthly  and  Annual 
Flu  Vaccine  Clinics  which  are  open  to  all  who  are 
65  years  and  to  those  with  a  prescription  under  b5. 

4.  M e n t a 1  Health  Program  including  home  visits  and 
cocroination  of  patient's  program. 

5.  Communicable  Disease  Program  including  home 
visits,  testing,  instruction  ano  referral. 

b .  Hospital  Referral  Program  which  is  oone  while 
the  patient  is  hospitalized  just  prior  to  discharge 
to  assist  in  planning,  coordinating,  and  arranging 
for  care  at  home  after  discharge. 

A  portion  of  Article  III  of  the  E. A. V.N. A.  By- 
laws reads  as  follows:  "The  services  so  rendered 
shall  be  part  time  or  intermittent,  that  is,  to 
patients  who  normally  require  service  a  few  hours 
or  less  a  day,  several  days  or  less  a  week,  and 
shall  be  provided  without  regard  to  race,  color, 
origin,  or  ability  to  pay."

Annual  Report  for  1978 


Fiscal  Year  1977-78  saw  a  major  turning  point 
in  the  history  of  the  Mental  Health  Center  for  So. 
i'm  .  H.  In  May,  1976,  a  Federal  Grant  was  secured  to 
expano  services  beyond  the  outpatient  facilities  in 
5alem  ana  Hempstead.  The  Derry  and  Hampstead  of- 
fices ana  the  5alem  Clinic  staff  was  expanded  to 
meet  the  growing  aemand  for  screening,  diagnosis, 
and  treatment  of  indiviauals  and  families.  The 
Center  plans  to  work  closely  with  schools,  town  in- 
stitutions and  service  agencies  toward  early  detec- 
tion and  prevention.  The  newly  estaolished  Commun- 
ity Services  and  education  Department  offers  sup- 
porting services  to  clients,  lectures  anc  seminars, 
rauio  and  television  programs,  and  resource  mater- 
ial on  mental  health  issues  and  problems  of  daily 
living  . 

The  Center  continues  to  provide  localized  in- 
patient services  anc  care.  To  expeno  sustaining 
Care  to  serve  a  wider  range  of  citizens,  Cay  Treat- 
ment and  ulcers  Services  have  deen  deveiopea. 
Special  programs  for  children  and  the  treatment  of 
alcoholism  are  being  planned  for  the  near  future. 
A  new  24-hour  emergency  Service,  avaiiadle  by  call- 
ing 432-2233,  has  been  operating  since  August  1976. 
Ail  services  and  programs  are  planned  and  aominis- 
tered  to  be  as  comprehensive  as  possiole,  while 
being  responsive  to  the  particular  needs  of  the 
client  and  the  community. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1977-7S,  13  clients  from  Dan- 
ville were  seen,  with  ob  hours  spent  in  outpatient, 
screening,  and  ioentification  services  and  long 
term  services.  Curing  the  latter  half  of  197S,  the 
neeo  for  services  aeclineo,  resulting  in  a  total  of 
9  hours  spent  in  direct  outpatient  services,  and 
four  contacts  with  emergency  Services.  The  Mental 
Health  Center  recognizes  its  continuing  responsi- 
bility to  provioe  this  community  with  the  most  com- 
prehensive mental  health  care  avaiiadle.
